Downtown exhibit hopes 
to spread Kor’s message 


Early 2021 eyed for salute 
to survivor of Holocaust

On her path from a Romanian village 
to the “blood lab” at Auschwitz to Terre 
Haute, Eva Mozes Kor created a legacy 
that keeps gaining momentum almost 
seven months after her death. 

On Monday, the Indiana Historical 
Society announced that it will build the 
first major exhibition devoted to her in 
Indianapolis. To do so, it is partnering 
with Kor’s son Alex Kor, Ted Green Films 
and WFYI. The latter two co-produced 
the well-known 2018 documentary 
about her path from anger to forgive- 
ness. Plans are for it to open in early 
2021. 

The announcement came on the 75th 
anniversary of the liberation of the 
Auschwitz concentration camp. And it 
came on the same day that thousands of 
middle and high school students had 
their eyes glued to classroom TVs for the 
documentary, called “Eva: A-7063.” Gov.

Eva Kor and the power 
of forgiveness 


Kor’s forgiveness stood out because 
of the horrors she experienced. Taken 
from her Romanian village to Ausch- 
witz at 10 years old, she said goodbye 
to her father, mother and older sisters. 
But the Nazis led Kor and her twin, 
Miriam, to a different fate. 

Dr. Josef Mengele, known as the 
“Angel of Death,” injected the duo with 
germs and performed medical experi- 
ments that caused Eva’s limbs to swell 
severely and fevers so high they al- 
most killed her. Kor attributed Mir- 
iam’s 1993 death and her own ongoing 
health complications to what hap- 
pened in Poland. 

After the war, Kor lived in Israel, 
where she met her husband, Michael 
Kor, who also had survived the Holo- 
caust. They moved to Terre Haute in 
1960 and, even an ocean away from 
Auschwitz’s horrors, still experienced 
anti-Semitism. The anger Eva Kor felt 
simmered into stinging bitterness. 

She grappled with her past and pre- 
sent until the 1990s, when she forgave
